WELSH SETTLEMENT IN LOW- 
ER MERION 

Penn early interested Welsh Friends 
in his endeavors to colonize his Amer- 
ican territory and sold to a group of 
them a tract of 40,000 acres of land 
(at ten cents an acre) which were to 
"lie contiguously as in a barony." 
Their hopes for a united tract, or an 
actual barony as some claim, where 
they might govern themselves within 
reason and maintain their own cus- 
toms against intrusion, were doomed 
to disappointment when Penn failed 
to live up to his agreement and sepa- 
rated their holdings. However, Lower 
Morion was entirely within the Welsh 
tract, and was, in fact, the first set- 
tled. 

A grant of lands along the Schuyl- 
kill near the proposed city of Phila- 
delphia, forming a large part of 
Lower Merion, was given in Septem- 
ber, 1681, to the first of seven com- 
panies of Welsh Friends, the Thomas 
and Jones "Company" of Merioneth- 
shire.

John Roberts, who is said to have 
lived at Mill Creek and Gulph roads, 
was executed in 1778 for assistance 
to the enemy. His property was con- 
fiscated and sold, the proceeds being 
given to the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Washington's army marched across 
Lower Merion in 1777, camping on 
September 14 in Price's field, extend- 
ing on Montgomery avenue from 
Meeting House Lane probably to Old 
Gulph road. The Congress, fleeing 
from Philadelphia at the approach of 
the British, traveled through the town- 
ship to Lancaster. 

With the British occupation of 
Philadelphia and the efforts of the 
Americans to stop provisions from en- 
tering the city, it was inevitable that 
skirmishes should take place between 
the opposing forces. One such took 
place near the Black Horse Tavern 
at City avenue and Old Lancaster 
road between the British and Ameri- 
can militia under General James Pot- 
ter. Residents of the township were 
called upon to furnish supplies to both 
forces, damages being assessed later 
against the British to the amount of 
3413 pounds 11 shillings.
